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APPAM CASE ARGUED 
IN SUPREME COURT 


Washington, January 1lo.—Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, the British ambassador, 
and Prince Hatzfeldt, counsellor of the 
German embassy, occupied seats on Op- 
posite sides of the supreme court cham- 
ber today, when arguments were begun 
in the suit of British owners of the 
German prize Appam to recover the 
vessel and her cargo. It was one of 
the rare occasions since the war be- 
ran that high diplomatic officials of 
the two nations have been thrown to- 
gether. 

Frederick W. Lehmann opened the 
argument for the German claimants, 
asserting that only through diplomatic 
agencies could the Appam be restored 
to British possession. The British 
claims will be presented tomorrow. 

An extra amount of time has been 
allowed for argument in the _ case, 
which came up’as an appeal from a fed- 
eral court decision in Virginia, sustain- 
ing the British owners in their peti- 
tion.

Noted Sculptor Here 
Busy at Work on Bust 
Of Chancellor Candler 


George Thomas Brewster, of Staten 
Island. New York, one of the leading 
sculptors in the United States, has been 
in Atlanta for several days, engaged 
on a bust of Bishop W. A. Candler, the 
first chancellor of Emory university, 
which will later be placed in the li- 
brary of the central building on the 
campus. 

Mr. Brewster has been engaged pro- 
fessionally as a sculptor since 1884, 
when he returned from three years 0! 
study in the Ecole des Beaux Arts In 
Paris. He is the founder of the model- 
ine class of the Art Students’ league, 
New York. He is also a member of the 
National Sculpture society and the Ar- 
chitectural League of New York. He 
belongs to the National Arts club, of 
which Gutzon Borglum, the artist in 
charge of the work on the memorial 
at Stone Mountain, is also a member. 

The bust of the chancellor of Emory 
university is being made for the class 
of 1893 of Emory college, who will pre- 
sent it to the university. The commit- 
tee in charge of having the bust made 
is composed of Norman C. Miller, Wal- 
ter T. Colquit and Harvey Hill, who, as 
members of the class, were graduated 
while Bishop Candler was president of 
Emory college.

The amendment to the anti-shingle 
ordinance, postponing the enforcement 
'of this ordinance for six months, the

V. H. Kriegshaber, representing the 
chamber of commerce, made an address 
in which he gave as reasons for this 
ordinance the action of the fire insur- 
ance people, who threaten to raise 
rates if shingle roofs are allowed in 
the city limits, which is the prohibi- 
tion embodied in the ordinance. He 
said that the chamber of commerce W4s 
agreeable to an extension of the time 
for six months to allow adjustment by 
property owners and lumber dealers. 

Councilman Nutting stated at the 
meeting of council that the ordinance 
would probably be changed or amend- 
ed in such a way as to more fully meet 
the requirements of all parties. 

The engineering commission is to 
consult with the city officials on all 
matters relative to the city business, 
and will not be paid for their services. 
It was proposed by Councilman Nut- 
ting. Three of the members will be 
appointed for a term of two years, and 
two for a term of three years. The 
chief of construction and the building 
inspector will be members ex-officio. 

The plaza commission is to be com-

It 
is the home of the federal reserve bank of 
the southeast. It is a great insurance and 
automobile center; the second largest mule 
market in America, and leads all southern 
cities in postal receipts, national banking 
capital, surplus and deposits.

| The Farm Loan Act 


How the Farmers May Take 
Advantage of the Act. 


By Frank R. Wilson, 
Federal Farm Loan Bureau, 


Washington, D. C. 


ARTICLE If. 
Only farmers or prospective farmers who 


wish to borrow money may join the national 
loan associations provided under the 
| federal farm loan act. It takes ten or more 
| to make up one of these associations. If a 
| farmer wishes to borrow he should find out

The process of organization is very sim- 
ple.

Ped, signed and acknowledged by each mem- 
| ber. Each member will indicate the amount 
he wishes to borrow and the value and de-

This association elects five or more di- 
rectors, and these directors then elect a 
| president, a vice president, a secretary-treas-

urer, and a loan commiteee of three members, 
Application for Charter. 

This is as far as the association can go 
; until after the fedenal land bank of that dis- 
; trict is established. Then, upon application, 
| the federal land bank will furnish the local 
| a8sociation with a blank application for 
| charter, which should be filled out and filed 
with the federal land bank, along with the 
articles of association. 

These documents should be accompanied 
by a written, unanimous report of the loan 
committee placing a valuation on the lands 
of each of the members. 

Then the appraiser of the federal land 
bank will come to inspect the lands of the 
members and O. K. or reject the valuation 
prepared by the loan committee. 

No one farmer may borrow more than 
$190,000 nor less than $100. No national farm 
loan association may start with less than 
$20,000 of loans. 

Each member joining the local association 
must buy stock in the association equal to 
cent of the amount he borrows. If 
borrows $1,000 he will get $950 in cash 
and a certificate of stock for $50. Or he may 
make his loan $1,050 and thus have a net 
loan of $1,000, taking as long a time to re- 
the $50 invested in stock as on the 
borrowed. This investment is for 
the purpose of providing the increasing cap- 
ital of the federal land bank, and the. local 
association invests it in the land bank stock 
The borrower will get his money back when 
he pays off his mortgage, and will get what 
dividends it earns while it is invested.

This is a co-operative banking system, 
and machinery must be provided for the gOvV- 
ernment of the banks. Each of the local loan 
associations has a vote in the election of the 
directors in One of the federal land banks.

The board of directors of the 
local association admits or rejects new mem- 
bers, according to their wishes.

Terrell Farmer Sells 
18 Cars of Hogs to Local 
Packing Firm for $25,01 7 


En route to Athens, to attend the joint 
meeting of the Georgia Dairy and Livestock 
association, the Georgia Breeders’ association 
and the Georgia State Horticultural society, 
Monday,» Tuesday and Wednesday, H. A. 
Petty, a prominent farmer and hardware 
merchant of Dawson, Terrell county, and 
ef the first-named organization, 
stopped over in Atlanta yesterday for a 
few hours to settle with the White Provision 
company for a carload of hogs he has just 
shipped to it. ' 

This was one of eighteen carloads of hogs 
he has marketed with the White Provision 
company since last November 10. The total 
number of hogs making up the eighteen car- 
| loads was 1,792, their aggregate weight was 
827.296 pounds, and the price received for 
the lot by Mr. Petty totaled $25,017.88. 

Discussing livestock conditions * generally 
in southeastern Georgia, Mr. Petty said: 

“Terrell county has made wonderful prog- 
ress in hogs during the last two vyears— 
prior to which time what few swine there 
were in the county, were for the most part 
of the ‘razor-back’ variety. But the county 
and that whole district down there is now 
awakened to the fact that livestock and di- 
versification offers vastly greater returns 
than cotton alone ever did; and my activities 
along this only typical of what 
many of farmers have done since 
two years ago. During the winter of 1915-16 
I shipped four carloads of hogs to market— 
sending them all to the White Provision 
company in Atlanta. This winter, since No- 
vember 10, I have shipped eighteen carloads. 

“Three ago there was not a pure- 
bred nor registered cow in the county. To- 
day there 150 head of pure-bred and 
several hundred grade cattle and fifteen reg- 
istered Shorthorn bulls in the county.

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Chicago Government Lacking 
In Fixed Responsibility 


(From The Saturday Evening Post.) 
Perhaps the ideal of automatic govern- 
ment is reached in Chicago, though many 
other American communities press her close 
for the palm. The fact came to mind re- 


‘cently upon looking over the newspapers of 


that city. They were saying that several 
thousand public employees would probably 
have to work without pay during the last 
month of the year, if they worked at all; 
that there was no money in sight to feed the 
horses in the police department or buy gaso- 
line for the patrol wagons; that the whole 
electrical department would very likely have 
to close for lack of operating funds, thereby 
paralyzing the police and fire alarm systems 
and leaving many streets in darkness. 

The trouble, it appeared, was that in some- 
thing less than eleven months the depart- 
ments had spent all the money appropriated 
for a year—for which situation, as one paper 
explained, “the city council threw the blame 
on the department heads; while the depart- 
ments hurled the blame back upon the al- 
dermen.” 

Admittedly nobody in particular is re- 
sponsible for government in Chicago; nobody 
in particular conducts it; the thing just runs 
itself in an impressionistic and opportunistic 
manner. If the public school administration 
is in a mess, as has frequently happened of 
late years, you can blame the board of edu- 
cation, whtch will blame the mayor; or you 
can blame the mayor, who will blame the 
board. 

If the city’s money has been squandered 
there is a mayor, a set of department heads, 
a comptroller and seventy or eighty alder- 
men—all disclaiming any: responsibility on 
their own parts and nimbly hurling the 
blame elsewhere. 

The mayor promised to close the saloons 
on Sunday; but when it comes to keeping 
them closed he points to the state’s attorney, 
while the state’s attorney points to him. 
Murders are disagreeably common, for which 
the police blame the courts, while the courts 
blame the police. 

No matter what happens, nobody is re- 
sponsible; everybody can very plausibly 
blame somebody else. What Chicago needs 
is three men with complete power over local 
government in all its phases and absolute 
responsibility for the results they secure.

In a communication to The Constitution T. 
Cravens discusses variously and to the point 
the causes contributing to the exodus of the 
negro from the south during the autumn 
months of 1916, and what it really means. 
He emphasizes the bright future that looms 
ahead of this section, owing, in large part, 
to the boll weevil’s forcing the farmers to 
turn their attention to crops other than 
cotton, and he points to a plane of develop- 
ment and an agricultural greatness which, 
he says, “we could never get if we stuck to 
the all-cotton and all-negro system.” 

He closes by observing that “it is little 
wonder that the man with a lot of head 
above his ears has his business eye on the 
southeast.” 

The letter in full follows: 

All for the Best. 

Editor Constitution: In a warehouse in 
the little town of Seale, Ala., about twenty 
miles west of Columbus, | walked over a 
pile of 600 tons of peanuts this afternoon 
and on my way back to Columbus I thought:

Necessity Knows no 
law nor climate, the negro will go and come, 
he will die in the going and staying, but 
he will stay, and from no matter what point 
they start they will induce others on the 
way to follow. (Our cook has gone.) 

Facts are facts. Here is an emigration 
problem right here at home to be solved. 
The negro is in our land and here to stay, 
and has been given equal rights under our 
constitution and we (the south) have edu- 
cated him as far as we can in “book larnin 
and the avenues open to him other than 
agriculture, cotton in particular, are limited. 
So, therefore, the only solution (whatever 
that might mean), is for them to scatter out 
over the various states of the union and let 
those states whose population they become a 
part open the door of opportunity to them 
and educate them in the lines of skilled 
labor, and should they ever become a factor 
in the social and political life, solve the 
problem just as we have done. They should 
be given the preference in the north and 
east to the foreigner from southern Europe 
—that ig if these easterners practice what 
they preach. 

Calls Farming “Business.” 


The gang and disc plow and the riding 
eultivator are taking the place of the “grass- 
hopper” plow and the Bermuda grass that the 
negro has been dodging will be gerazed by fine

Georgia Highway Board 
Anxious to Rush Data 
On Roads to Washington 


It is the hope of the state highway com- 
mission, when it holds its regular monthly 
meeting at the capitol Tuesday morning, to 
be able to assemble complete data on ‘sev- 
eral of the proposed state highways, in or- 
der that this information may be forwarded 
to Washington for the approval of authori- 
ties for federal aid in their construction. 

The commission will Tuesday go over the 
entire situation, taking up the progress that 
has been made in the several surveys of the 
proposed highways. The commission is anx- 
ious to get something definite before the fed- 
eral authorities at the earliest possible mo- 
ment so that work of road construction may 
begin. 

The field work upon the route from Rome 
to Menlo and from Quitman to Valdosta has 
been completed. Similar work has been done 
upon the Atlanta to Macon highway, from 
Atlanta past Griffin. 

If the commission is able to have the com- 
plete data assembled for any of the high- 
ways, it is not unlikely that the Rome-Menlo 
or the Quitman-Valdosta route may receive 
first attention, for the reason that the sur- 
veys are already complete upon these two 
routes. The field work upon the Rome-Men- 
lo route has been complete for some time, and 
it is expected that full information may be 
available upon this route. 

The Rome-Menlo route is the Georgia end 
of the Georgia-Alabama highway, running 
from Huntsville, Ala., to Rome, Ga., form- 
ing a pass through the Cumberland moun- 
tains for Dixie highway motorists, leaving 
the h¥ghway either .at Nashville coming 
south, or at Summerville going north.

HELD 10 BE VALID 


Upholds Mann Measure. 
Diggs and Caminetti Must 
Go to Pen. 


Washington, January 15.—The fed- 
eral white slave law was construed by 
the supreme court today to prohibit 
interstate transportation of women for 
any immoral purpose, including private 
escapades as well as commercialized 
vice 

In three test cases the court in a 
divided opinion affirmed convictions 
of F. Drew Caminetfi and Maury IL. 
Diggs, of Sacramento, Cal., and L. T. 
of Alva, Okla. Their imprison- 
ment sentences and fines will become 
effective within thirty days. 

The court divided 5 to 3 in broadly 
interpreting the law enacted in 1919. 
Chief Justice White and Justices Mc- 
Kenna and Clarke in a minority opin- 
ion that congress intended to have 
the law apply only to actual “traffic” 
in women and not to personal immor- 
Justice McReynolds, who was

The majority opinion, given by Jus- 
tice Day, held that while congress may 
have intended the law to prohibit only 
traffic in women for pecuniary gain, 
its plain terms include interdiction of 
thelr transportation ‘for any other im- 
moral purpose.” If it Was not so in- 
tended, the majority said, it was con- 
gress’ function not the court’s—to 
amend the law. 

Wide Scope in Enforcing Law. 

Wider scope in enforcing the law 
is open to the department of jus- 
which contended for the broader 
interpretation. The ruling affects 
many pending cases, including that of 
Jack Johnson, the negro pugilist, who 
is a fugitive from ‘justice. 

Whether the law makes 
of women involved in personul 
was not definitely decided 
by the court, but their testimony 
against men indicted was upheld as 
permissible, 

In the test cases Caminetti was sen- 
tenced to 18 months’ imprisonment and 
fined $1,500; Diggs to two years and 
$2,000 fine, and Hays to 18 months in 
prison. These sentences will go into 
operation when the court’s mandate is 
issued under the rules within thirty 
days unless earlier action is requested 
by the department of justice and aés- 
sented to by the court. 

“The plain terms of the act must 
take precedence over the designation 
and.the report that accompanied it to 
congress,” said Justice Day. “It i's said 
it will open the door to blackmail, but 
that is to be considered by congress. 

“We think the power of congress to 
regulate transportation of passengers 
affords ample basis to exercise au- 
thority in the case of this statute.” 

The Majority Opinion. 

Justice Day's majority opinion said: 

“In none of the cases was it charged 
that the transportation (of the women 
involved) was for gain or for the pur- 
pose of furnishing women for prostitu- 
tion for hire. There is no ambiguity 
in the terms of this act. It is elemenary

Whether women involved become, 
technically, accomplices, argued in be- 
half of the three defendants, was not 
directly decided by the court. It dispos- 
ed of that feature as follows:

PRESIDENT MAY NAME 
WARDENS OF PRISONS 


Senator Smith’s Bill, Which 
Has Passed Senate, Due to 
Arnold’s Suspension. 


, By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 15.—(Special.) 
Senator Hoke Smith has won the first 
round in his fight against superin- 
tendent of prisons, Duehay, who is re- 
sponsible for the suspension of Charles 
H. Arnold, formerly deputy warden of 
the United States penitentiary at At- 
lanta. 

The senate today passed 
Smith’s bill requiring wardens and 
deputy wardens to be named by the 
president and confirmed by the senate. 
Now they are appointed by the attor- 
ney general. If the house passes the 
bill, new officials must be named at 
once at Atlanta and Fort Leavenworth. 

Senator Smith believes that Mr. Ar- 
nold was unjustly aceused in connec- 
tion with the escape from the Atlanta 
penitentiary of Robert Fay, bomb plot 
conspirator and formerly lieutenant in 
the German army. Fay was serving 
an eight-year term when he escaped 
on the afternoon of August 29 Mast. 

Will Knaublock, who escaped at the 
same time, was afterwards arrested 
in New York. Fay and Knaublock got 
past the guards, although Deputy War- 

en Arnold had given orders they 
should not be allowed outside the 
“dead line,é by stating they had been 
ordered to repair an electric wire 
outside the line. They had some tools 
and electric wire with them and a pass 
to which they had forged the name o 
the warden. 

After an investigation Superintendent 
Duehay had Mr. Arnold suspended.

Deputy Warden Arnold has been at- 
tached to the prison for a number of 
vears, having been put into the office 
of deputy during the administration 
of Warden W. H. Moyer. 

Hie has been particulatly successful

The last session of the joint com- 
mission continued throughout the lat- 
ter half of the day. The American 
commissioners explained to the Mexi- 
can representatives that they regarded 
further discussion by them of inter- 
national questions impracticable, Twice 
General Carranza had refused to ratify 
the protocol signed at Atlantic City, 
N. J., in which conditions for the with- 
drawal of troops had been made and 
that refusal the Americans construed 
as indicative of what might be ex- 
pected if the conferences were con- 
tinued. They were told of the visit of 
the Americans to President Wilson and 
of the president’s sanction of their 
recommendation that the commission 
be dissolved. 

U. S. Ambassador in Mexico. 

It was pointed out to them that the 
maintenance of an ambassador in Mex- 
ico would remove cause for the exist- 
ence of a commission, since all inter- 
national questiodns pending or any that 
might arise might then be handled 
through diplomatic channels.

Petrograd, January 15.—(Via Lon- 
don. British Admiralty Per Wireless 
Press.)—-In the course of a violent en- 
gagement yesterday near the. Kasino 
river, on the northern Rumanian front 
the Rumanians-threw back their oppo- 
nents two versts, the war of- 
fice announced today. Teutonic at- 
tacks northeast of Fokshani were re- 
pulsed by the Russians, who inflicted 
heavy losses on their opponents. 

Field Marshal von Mackensen's army 
has made a further advance toward 
Galatz, causing the Russians to with- 
draw towards the north in the vicinity 
of Vadeni. , 

The statement says: 

“The Rumanian’ attacked the en- 
emy occupying positions on the heights 
seven versts southeast of Monestar-k 
chinul, on the River Kasino, and after 
violent bayonet fighting the enemy 
was thrown back one verst toward the 
south. Enemy detachments which us- 
sumed the offensive in. this regrion 
were, with the assistance of Russian 
troops, not only repulsed, but pressed 
back two versts southward. 

“In the region of Vadeni, ten versts 
southwest of Galatz, the enemy, about 
a regiment strong, took the offensive 
against our advanced guards, which 
withdrew slightly to the northward. 
Enemy detachments, after strong 
tillery preparation, attacked our posi- 
tions several times in the region of 
Tohiouslea, twelve versts northeast of 
Fokshani.

Entente Demands Is 
Promised. 


Athens, January 15.—(Via London.) 
The entente powers, through the Ital- 
ian minister, have Insitsted on unquali- 
fied acceptance of the last entente 
ultimatum, considering the Greek gov- 
ernment’s reply equivocal. It is stated 
in government circles that while main- 
taining that the observations accom- 
pany Greece’s reply in no wise con- 
stituted reservations vitiating the full- 
est acceptance of the ultimatum, the 
government is willing to repeat its ac- 
ceptance categorically, as desired.

TALY MAKES APPEAL 
TO AMERICAN OPINION 


January 15.— 
Italy's international aspirations in 
connection with the war were ex- 
plained and defended today by Francesco 
Ruffini, minister of public instruction 
and a historian of prominence, in a 
statement to the Associated Press. 

“In the note of the allies te rresi- 
dent Wilson,” he said, make a 
point which is understandable to neu- 
trals, and particularly to America. Italy, 
no less than her allies, awaits with 
calm confidence the realization of the 
aims set forth in that passage of the 
note which refers to the redemption of 
Italian subject to Austria. The German 
press seeks to depict Italy as desirous 
of conquests, but American public 
opinion, so far-seeing, so well educat- 
ed to freedom and to a deep spirit of 
national unity, cannot confound brutal 
lust of conquest with a justified claim 
to territories with populations like 
those of the Trentono, Istria and Lal- 
matia.’” 

“These territories have had only one 
civilization in their history, that of 
Italy, and only one great humiliation— 
which must cease—that of foreign 
domination, which attempted to destroy 
the principles of nationality. America 
knows well that Italy, notwithstanding 
these just claims, abstained from any 
provocation before the. European con- 
flagration, being occupied only with 
her peaceful development. Austria was 
responsible for the outbreak of the con- 
flict, having willed war ,withk Serbia 
afier provoking 
with violent persecutions of 
i Treat, Trieste, Fiume and Zara, 
she denied even the right to educate 
themselves in their own language. 

“Onee the conflagration ignited, 
Italy felt that fate called her to com- 
plete her national unity and resume her 
just and holy work and her wars of 
independence, which have been studied 
with such enthusiasm by your illus- 
trious American historians. Only those 
who are ignorant of the history of 
Austria’s violent usurpations, were 
surprised by Italy’s action, initiated by 
her victorious armies, or considered her 
just claims to be ambition for con- 
quest. Italy faced the terrible sacri- 
fices of blood and riches imposed by 
the war with that same religious spirit 
which animated all the deeds of her 
national resurrection, of which Ameri- 
ca’s attainment of independence was so 
full.
